_ Without disturbing the finding of seduction, the Court of Appeal judges by 
a divided judgment of three to two, today dismissed the $10,000 damage award 
given by the jury to Miss Vivian MacMillan in her recent action against ex- 


Premier John E, Brownlee.

APPEAL CASE 
PRIVY COUNCIL 


C. E. Campbell, Publisher, 
and J. S. Cowper, Re- 


porter, Seek Fines 


The appeal of Charles E. 
Campbell, publisher, and J. S. 
Cowper, special writer of The 
Bulletin against the fines for 
contempt of court imposed 
upon them by Mr. Justice Ives 
during the Brownlee - Mac- 
Millan trial will be taken to 
the Privy Council. 

This decision was reached on 
Saturday following word being re- 
ceived from Ottawa that Chief 
Justice Lyman Duff had handed 
down a memorandum on Saturday 
morning reading as follows: 

“I have come to the conclusion 
that there is no conflict within 

the meaning of section 1025 of 
the Criminal Code. The applica- 
tion is therefore dismissed.” 

The application referred to was 
for leave to appeal the judgment of 
Mr. Justice Ives on the ground that 
no trial had been held and that the 
defendants were sentenced without 
being given an opportunity of ¢ 
swering the charge on which they 
were convicted. 

It was taken to the Supreme 
Court of Canada from the Alberta 
Court of Appeals for the purpose 
of exhausting all remedies in Can- 
ada, and counsel has now been 
instructed to appeal to the Privy 
Council and to bring the case on 
during the March or April sittings 
of that body if possible

5. Notwithstanding any- 
thing in this Act an action 
for seduction may be main- 
tained by any unmarried fe- 
male who has been seduced, 
in her own name, in the 
same way as an action for 
any other tort and in any 
such action she shall be en- 
titled to such damages as 
may be awarded. 


NOT SUFFICIENT 


It has popularly been held | 


that the section means that 
any seduced gir] can sue her 
seducer for damages, and that 
on proof of seduction she 
could succeed.

“Prior to the enactment of this 
Statute not only damage, but a 
specific and restricted class of dam- 
age, must necessarily have been 
proved in order to succeed. The law 
relating to seduction was developed 
upon this principle, largely a fic- 
tion but evidently for a purpose, 
and in the view I take of the section 
there is nothing to indicate that it 
was intended to depart from this 
principle, even by implications. In 
this respect I see no inconsistency 
in the application of this principle, 
whether it be the action of the 
master, parent or the female in her 
own name, for in the last mentioned 
case, where the question of service 
may not actually arise evidence of 


any interference with her ability to | 


serve can and should, I think, pro- 
perly be taken into consideration. 


IN ACCORD WITH CHIEF 
“The learned Chief Justice has 


dealt with this branch of the case 
in a most exhaustive manner and 
inasmuch as I am in accord with 
his view of the law, it becomes un- 
necessary to discuss the question 
further. 

“There is, however, a cross-ap- 
peal against the verdict, including 
the finding of the jury as to seduc- 
tion. It will be sufficient for the 
purpose, if I content myself with 
the brief statement that in my 
opinion there was evidence of a 
conflicting nature proper to be 
submitted to the jury and of such 
character, embodying facts and cir- 
cumstances of such a nature as the 
jury were entitled to take into con- 
sideration in reaching a_ conclu- 
sion and which may have had an 
influence upon their ultimate con- 
clusion, 

To say that another Jury might 
have regarded the evidence in a 
different light is beside the point, 
for it was upon this Jury that the 
responsibility rested. 

Taking the evidence as a whole 
it cannot, I think, be said that the 
verdict was such that reasonable 
men could not have given or that 
it could be characterized as per- 
verse. I agree that much of the 
Plaintiff's evidence seemed highly 
improbable and difficult to be- 
Heve but the Jury has seen fit to 
make a finding on the point and 
I cannot say that it ought to be 
set aside.
